6,000  Careers 
Started  Annually 

Mr.  Harper,  who  works  for  the 
Social  Security  Office  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government,  addressed  var¬ 
ious  students  during  the  past  week 
for  the  purpose  of  informing  the 
students  of  positions  available  in 
the  Federal  Government.  Mr.  Har¬ 
per  talked  especially  on  the  merits 
of  working  for  the  office  of  Social 
Security.  Mr.  Harper  explained  the 
opportunities  open  to  students  in 
the  field  of  Social  Security.  Mr. 
Harper  informed  those  interested 
how  to  go  about  registering  for  the 
Federal  Service  Entrance  Exami¬ 
nation.  Mr.  Harper  suggested  that 
those  interested  and  eligible  to  take 
the  test  do  so  as  early  as  possible. 
(For  those  interested,  blanks  may 
be  obtained  in  Mr.  Cronin’s  office.) 

Mr.  Harper  explained  the  infor¬ 
mation  contained  in  the  many  book¬ 
lets  available  on  positions  in  the 
Federal  Government.  Applicants 
interested  must  be  citizens  of  or 
owe  permanent  allegiance  to  the 
United  States.  They  must  also  be 
physically  able  to  perform  the  du¬ 
ties  of  the  job  to  which  they  are 
appointed.  The  object  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  not  just  to  fill  jobs,  but  to 
assure  a  balanced  intake  of  tal¬ 
ented  people  who  are  starting  their 
careers  and  who  can  be  developed 
to  handle  key  Government  positions 
in  the  future.  Because  colleges  are 
an  important  source  of  well-quali¬ 
fied  applicants,  recruiting  efforts 
center  on  the  nation’s  campuses. 

The  long-range  program  for  re¬ 
cruiting  these  people  of  high  ability 
is  built  around  the  Federal  Service 
Entrance  Examination.  This  exam¬ 
ination  is  especially  designed  for 
ambitious  young  people  who  have 
the  potential  to  develop  into  the  top 
managers,  technicians,  and  special¬ 
ists  of  the  future.  This  test  opens 
the  way  to  Government  careers  for 
approximately  6,000  people  a  year.

Who  Reads”

Nowadays,  emphasis  is  placed  on 
physical  conditioning,  and  not  on 
matters  concerning  the  intellectual 
development.  President  Kennedy 
brought  up  the  idea  of  a  fifty-mile 
hike.  Now,  the  whole  country  has 
been  obsessed  with  the  idea  of 
walking  fifty  miles.  I  am  not  ob¬ 
jecting  to  this,  but  I  think  that  an 
increase  in  physical  conditioning 
should  be  accompanied  by  an  in¬ 
crease  in  mental  conditioning.  Ev¬ 
erywhere  you  look,  you  can  see 
signs  and  pictures  stressing  the 
importance  of  physical  fitness.  How 
many  signs  and  pictures  does  one 
see  advocating  an  intellectual  build¬ 
up?  This  advertisement  that  fol¬ 
lows  concerning  reading  was  one 
of  the  very  few  that  were  present, 
with  the  exception  of  those  in  the 
libraries  and  the  schools. 

“Send  me  a  man  who  reads.” 
This  is  a  slogan  of  a  nationally 
famous  paper  company.  This  com¬ 
pany  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  state¬ 
ment,  “Men  who  read  more, 
achieve  more.”  In  their  advertise¬ 
ment,  they  gave  an  example  of  the 
benefits  of  reading.  It  concerned 
the  USS  Nautilus.  On  August  3, 
1958,  this  submarine  became  the 
first  submarine  to  sail  through  the 
waters  under  the  North  Pole.  The 
trip  took  a  total  of  nineteen  days 


that  were  filled  with  danger.  The 
captain  of  this  submarine  attrib¬ 
uted  the  crew’s  good  morale  under 
pressure  to  the  relaxation  obtained 
while  they  were  off  duty.  During 
this  time,  they  read  books.  Two 
thousand  volumes  were  on  board; 
this  averaged  out  to  twenty  books 
per  man.  This  is  a  good  example 
of  what  reading  can  do  for  a  per¬ 
son.  Reading  not  only  causes  one 
to  think,  but  it  also  relaxes  an  indi¬ 
vidual.  It  offers  an  escape  from 
our  world  into  another  world.  It 
serves  as  an  escape-hatch  for  all 
of  our  worries  and  problems. 

You  may  have  heard  your  in¬ 
structors  tell  you  to  read  a  book 
when  you  have  the  time.  This  is 
good,  sound  advice.  When  you 
read,  you  make  an  investigation. 
As  a  result  of  this  investigation, 
you  can  gain  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  people  about  you;  and 
you  will  be  better  able  to  under¬ 
stand  their  actions  under  different 
types  of  conditions.  Through  books, 
you  can  read  about  all  parts  of  the 
world  and  discover  how  fortunate 
we  are  to  be  citizens  in  the  United 
States  of  America  instead  of  some¬ 
where  else. 

Whether  you  read  a  book  solely 
for  enjoyment  or  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  information,  resolve  to 
read  a  book.  If  you  do  not  have  too 
much  time  now,  at  least  try  to  read 
a  book  sometime  in  the  future.  It 
will  benefit  you  in  more  ways  than 
one.

The  fact  that  SHAVINGS  has 
often  used  the  phrase  “huge  suc¬ 
cess”  in  urging  participation  in  an 
activity  suggests  that  success  is 
quantitative  rather  than  qualita¬ 
tive.  A  tug  of  war,  a  dance,  a  to¬ 
bogganing  party,  I  suppose,  can  be 
judged  a  success  or  a  failure  by  the 
size  of  the  crowd,  but  a  meeting, 
perhaps,  cannot.  Let  us  consider 
what  took  place  at  that  meeting  and 
what  those  who  attended  accom¬ 
plished. 

The  English  Seminar  is  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  what  I  mean.  A  few  Eng¬ 
lish  majors  started  an  informal 
seminar  to  discuss  the  material 
in  their  field  they  need  to  know 
and  yet  have  no  time  for  in  formal 
courses.  Attendance  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  has  ranged  from  a  low  of  four 
persons  to  a  high  of  eleven.  There 
are  25  or  30  English  majors  on  the 
school  roster.  By  the  standards 
of  the  superlative-hunters,  if  only 
five  out  of  25  English  majors  take 
part,  the  group  is  only  20%  suc¬ 
cessful.  But  it  seems  to  me  that 
if  those  five  are  better  able  to 
read,  to  do  research,  and  to  ana¬ 


lyze  and  discuss  the  matter  in 
their  chosen  field,  the  seminar  is 
a  success. 

If  the  only  reason  for  holding  a 
monthly  meeting  is  that  it  is  a 
month  since  a  meeting  was  held, 
a  member  who  does  not  attend 
should  not  be  called  apathetic.  The 
Future  Teachers  Club  has  been  pre¬ 
senting  good  programs  since  last 
Fall.  These  worthwhile  programs 
plus  hard  work  brought  100  people 
to  their  recent  luncheon.  The  speak¬ 
er  at  that  luncheon  was  excellent. 
In  addition  to  what  his  listeners 
learned  from  his  speech,  they  also 
learned  that  FTC  activities  are 
worth  attending.  This  knowledge 
will  bring  them  to  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  as  no  amount  of  posters,  re¬ 
freshments,  sarcasm,  or  superficial 
status  symbols  will. 

The  basic  reason  for  starting  an 
organization,  club,  or  seminar  is  to 
enable  people  to  do  something  they 
cannot  do  alone.  This  reason  will 
provide  enthusiasm  to  begin,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  English  seminar. 
What  takes  place  at  the  meetings, 
what  is  done  to  fulfill  the  original 
need,  will  keep  the  interest  up  and 
keep  the  organization  going,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Future  Teachers.

ing  to  sainthood.  In  the  squai 
medallion  at  lower  center,  Placid: 
hunts  the  stag.  His  huntsmen  ar 
hounds  flank  him  in  the  smalli 
medallions  at  either  side.  In  tf 
circular  medallion  at  upper  left 
cross  appears  to  Placidas  betwee 
a  stag’s  antlers,  a  miracle  th; 
caused  the  pagan  general’s  conve 
sion.  In  the  medallion  at  the  rig)! 
he  is  baptized  and  takes  the  nan 
Eustace. 

“The  purpose  of  stained  glass, 
addition  to  its  ornamental  and  st 
rytelling  functions,  is  not  to  adm 
light  but  to  control  it,  to  control  tf 
degree  and  the  quality  of  light 
space.  Here  and  there,  when  tl 
sun  strikes  directly  through  a  wi 
dow,  brilliant  colors  may  be  throw 
against  a  pier  or  a  bit  of  floor;  b 
these  dramatic  patches,  moving  ar 
soon  fading,  are  isolated  in  a  i 
brant  half-light  that  half  reveal 
half  conceals,  the  forms  of  soariri 
stone.”

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A  SCENE 
FROM  IRELAND

About  thirty-five  miles  off  the 
western  coast  of  France  lies  a 
group  of  islands  collectively  known 
as  Great  Britain,  and  one  of  these 
is  called  “the  Emerald  Island’’  or 
Ireland.  Here  lies  a  country  of 
irregular  western  coasts  whose 
rocky  shores  and  two-hundred  feet 
high  cliffs  are  lashed  by  the  tides 
of  the  Atlantic  and  inhabited  by 
flocks  of  white  gulls.  Its  eastern 
coasts  are  abundant  in  natural  har¬ 
bors.  Low  rounded  mountains  in 
the  North,  West,  and  South  rim  the 
fertile,  rolling  central  plain  which 
is  bathed  by  the  many  scenic  lakes, 
meandering  rivers  and  lovely 
streams.  Now  since  this  is  the  eve 
of  this  land’s  great  patron,  St.  Pat¬ 
rick,  a  scene  containing  a  tinge  of 
Ireland’s  folklore  and  people  will 
be  presented. 

The  setting  is  in  the  southwest 
section  of  the  land.  Here  lies  a 
group  of  lakes  connected  by  a  rip¬ 
pling  stream.  These  bodies  of  still, 
dark  blue-green  water  are  known 
as  the  Lakes  of  Killarney.  Encir¬ 
cling  these  low  lying  lakes  is  the 
picturesque,  thickly-foliated  land¬ 
scape  which  resembles  those  paint¬ 
ed  by  Leonardo  da  Vinci  because 
of  its  dark,  richly  hued  valleys, 
trees  and  flora.  Enveloping  this 
landscape  is  a  warm,  grey  atmos¬ 
pheric  haze.  On  one  of  these  lakes 
lies  Ross  Island  and  firmly  en¬ 
trenched  here  are  the  remains  of 
the  old,  majestic,  white-stoned  Ross 
Castle.  Admiring  its  beauty  from 
the  other  side  of  the  lark  is  a 
twenty-year  old  lass  by  the  name 
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of  Mary  Keane.  She  has  come  up 
to  the  island  on  her  horse  to  spend 
a  holiday  from  her  school,  Trinity 
College.  Mary  sits  beneath  a  huge 
bent-oak  tree  extending  over  the 
clear  water  and  dangles  her  feet 
into  the  coolness  of  the  lake.  Fer¬ 
tile  moss  and  white  clover  surround 
this  spot.  The  latter  is  recognized 
as  the  true  Shamrock.  This  flower 
is  instilled  deep  in  Irish  folklore 
as  being  planted  by  St.  Patrick  dur¬ 
ing  the  fifth  century  in  order  to 
show  the  representation  of  the  Trin¬ 
ity’  to  the  pagan  people.  But  this 
plant  also  symbolizes  the  dynamic, 
ardent,  persevering  missionary  ac¬ 
tivities  of  this  former  slave.  In  the 
course  of  his  activity  he  unfurled 
his  fervent  Christian  zeal  into  the 
face  of  frustration  and  hardship 
and  thus  surmounted  the  obstacles 
inflicted  by  the  semi-barbaric  ruler. 
In  fact  on  one  occasion  during  the 
height  of  his  conversions,  he  defi¬ 
antly  lit  a  Paschal  fire  on  a  hillside 
during  one  of  the  pagan  ceremonies 
which  strictly  forbade  any  fires. 
This  furor  St.  Patrick  created  still 
did  not  extinguish  his  torch  of  zeal 
for  he  proceeded  to  smash  the 
pagan’s  highly  revered  idol,  lenn 
huaich.  The  ruler  now  was  the  one 
who  became  frustrated  &  fearful 
at  the  great  following  of  St.  Patrick 
so  he  took  the  only  smart  course 
offered— the  granting  of  religious 
toleration.  Although  St.  Patrick 
had  scorched  the  pride  of  the  ruler 
and  his  pagan  followers,  toward  his 
Irish  converts  he  was  like  a  thun- 
derhead  from  heaven  raining  his 
missionary  zeal  upon  the  people 
and  bathing  and  nourishing  their 
souls  with  the  invigorating  sub¬ 
stance  of  Christianity;  thereby  he 
helped  make  them  as  fertile  as 
their  green,  lush  land.  This  then  is 
the  great  emotive  significance  of 
the  three  leafed  plant  with  the  white 
blossoms  growing  wild  around  the 
scenic  spot  of  this  young  lass. 

Mary  has  lifted  her  feet  from 
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the  water  and  now  removes  the 
yellow  bonnet  covering  her  dark 
brunette  hair  as  she  walks  toward 
her  beautiful  black  horse.  Return¬ 
ing  with  a  novel  from  the  saddle 
bags,  she  sits  on  her  blanket  and 
begins  reading.  Upon  viewing  her 
one  is  captured  by  her  radiating 
loveliness.  The  long,  lustrous  hair 
which  extends  to  her  shoulders 
frames  a  fair,  oval  countenance. 
On  its  surface  the  dark  brown  eye¬ 
brows,  the  large,  glistening,  ex¬ 
pressive,  green  eyes  with  light 
freckles  underneath  which  extend 
over  the  upper  portion  of  the 
small,  smoothly  formed  nose,  and 
the  uncolored  lips  set  in  their  usual 
happy  expression  convey  a  picture 
of  natural  beauty.  The  features 
are  outlined  by  her  delicate,  white 
chin;  the  lack  of  artificial  make¬ 
up,  rouge,  lipstick,  and  greasy 
mascara  does  not  detract  a  ma¬ 
ture,  vivacious  expression  but 
rather  emphasizes  one.  A  simple, 
double -strapped,  beige,  sear-suck¬ 
er  dress  covers  her  slim  figure. 

Mary  is  like  many  of  the  young 
Irish  women  who  live  around  the 
southwest  coast  of  Ireland.  Her 
father  is  a  strong,  stalwart  fisher¬ 
man,  and  she  comes  from  a  large 
family,  two  brothers  and  three  sis¬ 
ters  of  whom  she  is  the  eldest.  She 
is  an  able  horsewoman;  an  avid 
lover  of  sports,  such  as  sailing, 
horse-back  riding,  hunting,  and 
fishing;  very  religious  and  takes 
part  in  numerous  Church  activities. 
Mary  also  has  time  for  her  studies 
at  college  and  many  of  its  social 
activities.  While  here  at  college 
she  displays  a  fine  personality  and 
a  sincere  interest  in  her  fellow  stu¬ 
dents.  She  receives  the  same  cor¬ 
dialness.  As  far  as  her  relations 
with  the  opposite  sex  stand,  she  is 
greatly  admired  by  the  gentlemen, 
because  Mary  utilizes  tact,  through 
her  understanding,  loyalty,  straight¬ 
forwardness,  vitality  and  gaity,  and 
meekness.  These  are  devoid  of 
flightiness,  ostentatiousness,  and 
deceitfulness.  Do  you  girls  exhibit 
the  same? 

Dusk  is  beginning  to  hover  above 
the  picturesque  landscape,  and 
Mary  starts  to  prepare  for  the  ride 
back  home ;  but  no  sooner  had  she 
started  when,  upon  lifting  up  her 
bonnet,  she  discovers  a  shiny,  new, 
gold  piece.  She  looks  around 
quickly  and  then  smiles  lightly,  for 
she  knows  she  will  never  see  the 
person  who  left  the  coin ;  however, 
he  is  not  tar  away.  In  fact  he  is 
peering  out  from  a  cluster  of  thick 
foliage  not  less  than  forty -feet 
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away.  He  is  about  a  foot-and-a 
half  in  height  and  wears  a  green 
double-breasted  coat  with  a  large 
black  belt  around  it,  black  glossy 
boots,  and  a  grey  derby. 

As  Mary  returns  to  the  spot  to 
pick  up  her  book  and  bonnet,  she 
lifts  out  from  her  dress  pocket  the 
coin,  looks  up,  and  throws  a  kiss 
into  the  gentle  breeze  for  the  kind 
old  man  who  left  it.  Upon  seeing 
this  his  deep  blue  eyes  which  are 
partially  hidden  by  the  bushy  eye¬ 
brows  gleam  and  the  little  man’s 
face  turns  a  blushing  red  as  he 
twirls  his  white  moustache  with  his 
short  stubby  fingers.  Yes,  this  frol¬ 
icsome  little  old  man  is  one  of  the 
imaginary,  good  leprechauns  who 
supposedly  roam  the  land  of  Ire¬ 
land. 

The  folklore  connected  with  this 
little  creature  contains  a  great 
deal  of  wisdom  concerning  life. 
For,  as  viewed  in  the  previous 
scene,  the  man  gave  freely  of  his 
gold ; — because  he  knew  his  hap¬ 
piness  would  be  achieved  when  an 
act  of  his  caused  that  of  another. 
And  this  virtue  of  his,  charity,  is 
not  restricted  to  this  one  instance, 
for  at  night  all  over  the  land  he 
and  his  group  scurry  about  depos¬ 
iting  gold  and  doing  good  deeds, 
such  as  mending  shoes  and  house¬ 
hold  furniture.  And  in  order  to 
maintain  this  fast  paee,  he  is  al¬ 
ways  mindful  to  keep  his  mind  and 
body  wholesome.  Also  noticed  in 
the  scene  was  a  “bit”  of  blushing. 
Well,  this  is  only  evidence  of  the 
leprechaun’s  modest,  meek,  con¬ 
servative  character,  and  since  this 
image  is  discernible,  it  attests  to 
the  fact  that  he  has  learned  to 
harness  his  dynamic  personality 
and  exert  it  in  the  form  of  vir¬ 
tuous  action.  By  doing  this  he  is 
reserved  rather  than  ostentatious, 
forgiving  rather  than  irrationally 
aggressive,  and  shrewd  and  hon¬ 
est  rather  than  underhanded.  These 
are  the  reasons  why  he  always  has 
a  potful  of  gold,  personal  happi¬ 
ness,  and  a  fruitful  life. 

And  now  I  pull  down  the  curtain 
on  this  land  of  the  bold,  religiously 
zealous  St.  Patrick;  this  land  of  the 
sweet,  brown-eyed  lass;  this  land  of 
the  wise,  charitable,  untiring  lepre¬ 
chaun  wearing  the  grey  derby.

On  March  12,  Bruce  Aldrin  gave 
a  talk  on  “Break  Even  Analysis”  to 
the  Center  Commerce  Club.  Bruce, 
a  senior  majoring  in  accounting, 
previously  presented  this  report  in 
Problems  of  Financial  Manage¬ 
ment.  Mr.  James  Fattore,  Instruc¬ 
tor  in  business,  considered  it  a  very 
good  lecture  and  suggested  that  it 
be  given  at  the  Commerce  Club 
meeting. 

“Break-Even  Analysis”  is  a 
method  used  by  management  to  find 
the  point  where  sales  just  covers 
costs  at  a  certain  rate  of  produc¬ 
tion.  Bruce,  by  the  use  of  charts 
and  graphs,  explained  the  formula 
for  finding  the  Break-Even  Analy¬ 
sis  point,  gave  examples  of  its  use, 
and  its  advantages  and  disadvan¬ 


tages.  This  was  a  very  informative 
lecture,  and  quite  beneficial  to  the 
management  majors  preparing  for 
their  comprehensives. 

Besides  the  lecture  at  this  meet¬ 
ing,  the  final  report  was  given  on 
the  St.  Pat’s  day  dance  by  Pat  Del 
Cotto,  club  treasurer.  Tom  Kuchta 
announced  that  an  honorary  Exec 
will  be  chosen  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Commerce  Club.

Thomas  Hardy 
Discussed
